How It Looks. 


The subject matter in this exhibit 1s 
presentéd. by symbolizing through the seven 
colors of the rainbow the seven outstanding 
features of highway service, In the forward 
portion of the middle of the booth a crushed- 

rock road is represented, The finished roac 
leads backward, a ruraishighway through a country 
scene which biends into the background. 

Autemcbiles and motor trucks are on the ? 
hichway and an illuminated rainbow in all cf its 
seven colors spans the sky in the rear. SBeneatn 
the rgad scene are seven lighted, colored trans-— 
parenties which emphasize the seven essentials of 
highway service. . These pictures have been prepar- 
ed by a special. process, The soft tenes and beauti- 
ful tints are especizily artistic. On che left i 
parel.is printed in bold letters "HIGHWAY SERVICE 
is necessary for the safety and convenience of the 
motor vehicle user." Similarly in the right panel 
it is stated that "HIGHWAY SERVICE is required for 
the free fiow of highway traffic and the reduction 
in the cost of motor transport," 


The: booth is'13 feet across the tronics 
feet 7 inches deep and 8 feet 6 inches high. 


What It Tells, 


This booth tells the story of the demand 
for HIGHWAY SERVICE which has been the result of 
the growth of motor-vehicle registration from 
55,000 in 1904 to cver 17,000,000 in 1924. In the 
old cays highway departments were engaged principal: 
~ in locating and building isolated sections of 
Viacent to towns or within road districts 


where money was plentiful. The advent of the auto- 
mobile caused. a napid deterioration of the .cid

motor vehicles traveled between Etates-and across 
the continent the old isclated-section method of 
road construction gave way under the jemand for con~ 
tinuously improved stretches of highway over Long 
distances, ‘these transcontinental roads virtuaily 
placed the country en wheels -and they have created 
an imperative demand for: more HIGHWAY SERVICE. For 
example, snow removal is becoming recognized as of © 
economic importance in order to keep the highways 
open for 365 Gays in the year, b1s0,Tor the free 
flow of traffic across the comtify the States have: © 
provided traffic reguiation and sentrol in response 
to. the popular demand. No longer is it possibie 
for the careless or incompetent driver to endanger: 
the lives or property of others with impunity. ie 
Uniformed officers on motorcycles now patrol the 
highways constantiy in some-of the States saad give 
directions and protection to travelers, Tne vecre- 
ational phase of HIGHWAY SERVICE is being recognized 
by a numbér of the States. ‘To meet this demand ~* 
-public-camp grounds and rest stations have been pré= 
vided at convenient intervals and caretakers have — 
been employed to maintain sanitary conditions and 
an attractive appearance, Another type of HIGHWAY 
SERVICE is afforded by the combined highway maps 
and tourist-information circulars which have been 
prepared by a number of the State highway depart- 
ments, These have more than paid for themselves in 
the business brought into the States by this char= 
acter of advertising. Danger and caution signs 
howéver are probably the least ‘expensive element 
of HIGHWAY SERVICE end for some unaccounteble 
.reasou the need for these has been the last to be 
thoroughly apprecisted. Recently a Netsicnel 
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Committee has formulated a uniform shies of di+ 


rection and caution signs so that the ans= = 
continental ‘tourist, whether in Mar HS ae lowa, 
or Oregon, Will be warned by the same shape, 
‘oe, and color of. sign at all railroad eres 
ings and all other dangers will be marked by 
similar warnings. Better yet, the traveler 
mey follow cross-country routes from coast to
